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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Pittsburg Fire Department held its usual monthly meetirgs 
during 1980. We have also held four drills and attended several 
fire schools. A very successful joint, drill was held with Beech— 
er Falls Volunteer Fire Department at a pre=arranged mock fire 
site—the Baldwin buildings. Again this year the men of the De— 
partment have donated over 500 hours on truck maintenance and 
related work around the station. 

This year we have painted the station and had to add a furnace 
room due to insurance regulations. We are also very pleased with 
a new sprinkler system in the station which helps to protect the 
equipment and trucks. The water line to the station has been in=— 
stalled, although not finished as yet, so we are able to load water 
on trucks inside the station, which is quite as asset in cold 
weather. When it is finished we will have a hydrant system at the 
station and an inside overhead water supply. We have also taken 
steps to reduce heat loss at the station to cut fuel costs.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FOREST 
FIRE CHIEF AND YOUR FOREST 
FIRE WARDEN 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good 
Business. Forest fire prevention slogans have been seen in 
association with Smokey Bear since the late nineteen forties 
when a national effort to check the spread of forest fires was 
implemented. 

New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention 
and suppression was the responsibility of every citizen, a half 
century before this national campaign, when our legislature estab— 
lished our first forest. fire laws in 1903. Since that date, the 
State has appointed a town/city forest fire warden who is respon= 
sible for forest fire law enforcement in his municipality. 

All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the 
ground must be approved in writing by the forest fire warden be=— 
fore being kindled. All forest fires must be suppressed by #the 
warden and his deputies as soon as they are reported. The cost 
of fire suppression is shared jointly by the town/city and the 
State of New Hampshire, as are forest fire prevention and forest 
fire training costs. 

This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire pro— 
gram has given New Hampshire one of the best forest fire records 
in the United States.

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PITTSBURG AMBULANCE SERVICE 
ANNUAL REPORT 


During the calendar year of 1980 the Pittsburg Ambulance Service 
improved their corps by adding thirteen new members. Now we have 
twenty—five members in the Corps. Every member each year has to 
take the C P R (cardiopulmonary resuscitation) nine hour course. 

The Pittsburg ambulance was called out on fifty-eight runs 
and twenty—four transfers to other medical facilities. 

the blood pressure clinic is still sponsored monthly by the 
Pittsburg Ambulance Corps; the R. N. is Liz von Dohrmann. 

We still have oxygen units available in three different areas 
of Pittsburg. They are at Robert Gray's (Indian Stream), Powder 
Horn Lodge (Back Lake), the ambulance station (village), and we 
are going to put one at Albert von Dohrmann's (First Lake) as 
soon as it comes in. There will be a unit at Hall Stream as soon 
as we have someone there trained to administer oxygen. 

We also have extra splints and equipment at the ambulance 
station to use should the ambulance be out of town on a run. 

We would like to take this opportunity to thank everyone for 
your support and remember, we are at your service in 1981.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


Controversy iS now growing in regard to programs for han- 
dicapped pupils and costs associated with providing these 
services. Federal and state mandates have placed an ever 
increasing financial burden on local school districts with 
little or decreased monetary support being received from the 
agencies mandating such programs. The State of New Hampshire 
is presently faced with a 5-6 million dollar deficit in support 
of programs related to handicapped pupils. In question is not 
the need and validity of programs for the handicapped but who 
will pay for the cost of the program and in what proportion. 


Present state regulations mandate that each local school 
district provide a free and appropriate education program for 
every identified handicapped person, age 3 to 21 years. 

School districts that cannot provide an appropriate program 
locally are responsible for providing a program out-of-district 
on a tuition cost basis. 


Newly proposed and revised state regulations mandate that 
local school districts provide, in addition to local handicap 
programs that it may now operate, additional staff assistance 
and instructional resources in any regular education class 
having more than 30 percent of its enrollment as educationally 
handicapped. Such staff assistance and resources shall include 
but not be limited to: interpreters for the deaf, teacher 
aides, prosthetic and orthodic equipment (auditory trainers/ 
low vision equipment), note takers for the deaf and blind, 
consultative help for the regular class teacher, in-service 
training for the regular class teacher, and other supportive 
equipment and help deemed appropriate in the handicapped 
student's individualized education plan. 


Sentiment is also growing and parents are now requesting 
that local school districts provide specialized programs of 
education for pupils identified as gifted and that monies 
allocated for such programs at least be equal to that of 
monies allocated to other specialized education programs. 


As the controversy continues, serious concern has to be 
given to how local school districts will meet these issues in 
light of limited and already strained financial resources. 
Faced with pending reductions in federal support monies now 
received and very likely similar reductions in state support 
monies along with the increased cost of maintaining existing 
schools and programs, school district decisions on how to 
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provide the best educational program for all pupils will indeed 
be difficult.

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Project C.H.0.1.C.E., our federally funded Career Education 
Program, finished its second year of operation and funding. The 
curriculum was taught to all students in grades 2, 4 and 8. 
Meanwhile, a curriculum was written and implemented for grade 6. 
The initial evaluation report conducted during the school year 
indicated career information growth for those who were given the 
course at a significantly greater rate than those who did not 
take the career courses. This was true in all grades. 


Once again standardized tests were given to all students in 
the district, grades 1-11, and also to St. Albert's pupils, 
grades 1-8. It appears that while nationally the test scores 
seem to be dropping, the results for the district indicated no 
Such loss. 


Finally, this past year in cooperation with Stratford High 
School, persons in the district were afforded the opportunity 
to prepare and take the G.E.D. (high school equivalency test). 
I am happy to report that better than 15 persons received their 
equivalency certificates.

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PITTSBURG-CLARKSVILLE TITLE I ESEA 


Title I is a federally funded program that gives special 
help in reading to those children who need it. It also sponsors 
a pre-school program with emphasis placed on reading and math 
readiness and a social awareness of what school life will be all 
about. 


Children are selected for the reading program by means of a 
nationally standardized test. In the program those children who 
are below grade level in reading are given help. Teacher re- 
ferrals and parent initiated requests are considered also for a 
child's admission to the program. In the pre-school program, 
children who do not score above a cut-off percentile are accepted. 
Presently, there are thirty-five children in the reading program 
and thirteen in the pre-school program. 


This year an application for a concentration grant was 
approved and the reading program was extended to include children 
in grades four, five and six. Reading classes are held daily. 
Pre-schoolers meet twice weekly for a two-hour session at each 
meeting. Reading classes concentrate on phonics, comprehension 
and vocabulary building, those skills that are basic for good 
reading. Pre-schoolers receive instruction in reading and math 
readiness. They are introduced to a library situation and an 
interest in books is encouraged. 


A Parent Council is mandatory for a Title I program. Our 
council is very active and helpful. In August, the Parent 
Council sponsored a food sale. The proceeds were used to pur- 
chase materials and equipment that have not been available 
through federal funds. In October, the Council held a Hallowe'en 
party for children in grades one through six and their parents. 
It was very well attended. At Christmas, the pre-schoolers will 
take part in the Christmas Assembly and then celebrate the holi- 
day with a tree and a party in the Title I room. Many parents 
participate. At the annual Open House, the Title I room was 
open to visitors. Title I staff and members of the Parent 
Council were there to greet visitors and to answer questions 
about Title I. Comments were welcomed. 


In addition to these activities, our Parent Council parti- 
cipated in inservice training workshops. In October, Mrs. 
Elizabeth vonDohrmann, Mrs. Brenda Machos, Mrs. Gale Prehemo and 
Mrs. Kate Lord attended a workshop in Littleton on parent in- 
volvement. Later, Mrs. vonDohrmann and Mrs. Machos attended the 
Sharing conference in Concord. Mrs. Andrea Young, the Title I 
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teacher, attended a series of workshops emphasizing reading 
Skills in Laconia during November. 


Although our Title I staff members are new to us this year, 
both have had prior experience in educational settings. Our 
parent aide, Mrs. Machos, had previously done volunteer work in 
the Manchester school system. Mrs. Young has had seven years of 
experience with the Colebrook Title I program. 


Pittsburg teachers in grades one through six have been most 
cooperative in working with the Title I program. Their atten- 
dance at Parent Council meetings is encouraging and most welcome. 
Their support contributes to the overall success of our program. 
Title I is also most fortunate to have such dedicated co- 
chairpersons as Elizabeth and "Burt" vonDohrmann. They, and all 
other members-of the Parent Council, have earned our appreciation 
for their support and encouragement. 


The Spring Presentation brings the Title I program to a 
close. Children in the reading classes are presented certifi- 
cates of merit and pre-schoolers are awarded diplomas. A program 
followed by a social hour provides a memorable evening for those 
children participating. At this meeting, nominations for Parent 
Council members are accepted and voted upon. Everyone is welcome 
to attend! 


A final activity in the form of a field trip is planned each 
year. Last year, the children and many parents visited Fantasy 
Farm in Lincoln for a very pleasant end to a successful year.
